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THE TRIAL OF POWERS 



A Republican Testified Defendant 
Wanted to Raise an Armed Mob. 



W. H. Cnltou, HiniNelf I'nder Inilict- 
ment. Called to the Stand — The 
Defeune IlnlMed a Point 
of IliH L:iiKtbility. 



Georgetown, Ky., July 17. — The 
trial of former Secretary of State Ca- 
leb r*owers, charged with being ac- 
cessory to the Goebel murder, was re- 
sumed at 0:30. 

A letter signed by Caleb Powers, in 
which this expression was used: 

“1 have had a hard time getting 
Taylor and others to start, but they 
are all right now, and this thing will 
son end,” was filed and made a part 
of the record. 

Mrs. Anderson reiterated her state- 
ment made on Saturday that many of 
the telegrams on file in her office for 
the months of January and February 
had been tampered with. The defense 
objected to introduction of several 
telegrams as evidence because they 
■were only copies. The objection was 
over-ruled. The first telegrams read 
were from Powers to the various cap- 
tains charged witli the busine.ss of get- 
ting up the excursion of mountain 
men to .go to Frankfort, and most of 
them read: 

“How many can you insure from 
your county. Wire immediately.” 

(Signed) C. POWERS. 

The defense filed a formal objection 
to their competency as avidence. 

Georgetown, Ky., July 18. — Finley 
Anderson, who was in the witness 
box testifying in the Powers’ case 
■when the court adjourned Monday, 
resumed his testimony Tuesday morn- 
ing. In the course of his testimony 
witness .said that on .January 24 Caleb 
Powers told him that the crowd of 
mountaineers which was being or- 
ganized were going to Frankfort to 
intimidate the legislature, and, if 
necessary, to kill enough democrats 
to give the republicans a majority. He 
Baid “I*owers told me Goebel would 
never live to be governor, and said 
he (Powers) would kill him if nobody 
else would.” 

The conversation -to which witness 
referred was on the day preceding the 
advent of the 1,200 mountaineers up- 
C". Frankfort. Witness said he heard 
Powers and others talking about Goe- 
bel wearing a coat of mail, but some 
of them said he could be killed any- 
way. Powers was in conference with 
ex-Secretary of State Chas. Finley, 
.Wharton Golden, Robert Noakes pnd 
Others. The defendant did not lose 
his composure during the damaging 
Testimony against him, except for a 
/ ■ '“nt^. when his face showed signs 



“'^j^^^j^5"lnsley conducted the cross- 
examrna.ion and extracted from the 
witness the fact that he had called 
on Col. T. C. Campbell, in Cincinnati. 
The witness became badlj' confused 
and could not recall who took him to 
Col. Campbell, though he claimed sev^ 
eral people were with him at the time. 
He denied that either .Justus or 
Arthur Goebel assisted him in getting 
employment in Cincinnati, and denied 
that his trip to Cincinnati was for 
the purpose of becoming a witness in 
the Powers case. 

Judge Tinsley asked witness if he 
had been promised anything for his 
evidence. The witness replied he had 
not. “But you have been given em- 
ployment in Cincinnati,” said Judge 
Tinsley. “I have a job there, but they 
did not get it for me,” was the reply. 

it developed that young Anderson 
had made an affidavit in Cincinnati 
which is in the possessiou of Col. 
Campbell, and the defense asked that 
this be produced in court. The court 
ruled that it must be produced. 

Miss Lucy Brock, of London, J..aurel 
county, was the next witness. She 
knew defendant well, and had corre- 
sponded with him for over two years 
past. Caleb I’owers called on her in 
Januar 3 ’. He told witness he was get- 
ting up a crowd of 1,000 mountain 
men to go to Frankfort, “so that in 
case the democrats robbed them of 
the state offices they would take care 
of themselves.” 

Witnes.« said Powers had $1,100 in 
bills. He said Gov. Taylor furnished 
the monej', and it was to be' used to 
bring the men to Frankfort. 

Georgetown, Ky., July 19. — The 
Powers mtirder conspiracy case was 
resumed Wednesday’ morning with 
the promise that several minor wit- 
nesses would be heard first, but that 
during the daj* some very se.'i.sational 
evidence will be brought out. .Jno. 
A. Black, of Barbonrville, a banker 
of that place and a republican of 
prominence, was the fir.st witne.ss. 
He said Powers came to him in Jan- 
uary to advise him as to the proprie- 
ty of the mountain organization which 
I’owers was getting up. 

“I asked Powers,” said witness, 
“what sort of a crowd he was get- 
ting up, and he said he was organiz- 
ing an armed mob to go to Frankfort. 
I discouraged this and told him it 
would injure the republican party, 
•would be a stigma on our end of the 
state and ought to be abandoned. 
Powers, however, insisted that the 
men should be formed. His idea was 
that it would intimidate the legisla- 
ture.’ 

Black continuing, said: “I saw Mr. 
Powers later and again remonstrated 
against the formation of the mob 
•which was going to Frankfort. Pow- 
ers told me it was being formed with 
the approval of Gov. Taylor, Chas. 
i'lnley and other republican leaders 
at Frankfort. Chas. Finle>' also came 
to me and endeavored to get me to 
co-operati; with them. I protested 
f., bitterly. I’owers became verj’ angry 
r -with me on account of the position 
■ J took. I tried to dissuade them from 



the dirty hand, and to send good cit- 
izens, people of influence if any crowd 
was to be sent.” 

A check from Chas. Finley to the 
Jj. and N. railroad for .?1,000 for 
transportation of the men to Frank- 
fort was produced b,v Block in re- 
sponse to a question from the prose- 
cution. 

On cross-examination Black said 
that Finley' claimed the mountaineers 
were being taken to Frankfort to “in- 
fluence” the legislature. Powers .said 
the purpose was to “intimidate” 
that body. At this answer. Col. 
Campbell slapped him.self on the knee 
which brought forth an objection 
from the defense to such a demon- 
stration in the presence of the jury. 
Continuing, witness said he “never 
heard Powers make threats against 
Goebel, except in a general way. He 
refered to the crowd he was getting 
up as a mob.” 

J. W. Siler, banker of Williamsburg, 
was asked concerning $1,000 loaned to 
Chas. Finley for the purpose of tran.s- 
porting men to Frankfort. Witness 
coulA not give date of the check and 
a subpoena iduces tecum was awarded 
against the bank to require its pro- 
duction in court. W. H. Culton, who 
is himself under indictment as an ac- 
eessorj’ and supposed to be the star 
witness of the prosecution for Wed- 
ne.sday, was called next. 

The defense, through Mr. Owens, 
raised a point against the elegibility 
of Culton as a witness, he being un- 
der indictment along with I’owers 
and others as a co-conspirator and 
not having been tried. The jury was 
excluded during the argument of the 
point. Judge Sims presented the ob- 
jections of the defense to the com- 
petency of Culton as a witness against 
Powers. Mr. Sims contended that 
Culton could not be' introduced as a 
v.itness unless the commonwealth had 
previously’ nollied the prosecution 
against him as a conspirator. 

“In law,” .said Judge Sims, “the acts 
and declarations of one conspirator 
are the acts and declarations of all, 
and to place Culton on the stand is 
.substantially the same as requiring 
the defendant to testify against him- 
self.*” 

Commonwealth’s Attorney Franklin 
in response contended that the priv- 
ilege to testify or not to te.stify was 
personal and exclusive with Culton 
him.self, and that the defendant. Pow- 
ers, had no right to raise the ques- 
tion of eligibility. 

At the conclusion of the argument 
as to Culton’s eligibility the court told 
the lawyers on both sides to prepare 
their authorities on the question in- 
volved and pre.sent them to him Wed- 
nesday afternoon. Court rece.ssed. 

Judge Cantrill Wednesday afternoon 
ruled that while at common law a 
particlp criminis could not testify 
against a co-conspirator so long as 
he himself remained untried, that 
rule was abrogated under the law of 
this state, and that Culton was a com- 
pet?nt’ witness, the right to testify 
being a personal privilege. 

Culton again resumed the stand. 
The court instructe* the witness 
that he might or might not testify, 
as he might de.sire, and if he did so 
he was not required to tell anything 
that would tend to criminate himself, 
but could refuse to answer such que.s- 
tions. He said he was testifying of his 
owu free will. Col. Campbell con- 
ducted the direct examination. 

Georgetown, Ky., July’ 19. — The 
principal witness in the trial of Caleb 
Powers was W. H. Culton. who is one 
of the sus|)ects himself. He told alxmt 
Powers raising the force of mountain 
men, and that Powers said that when 
the men arrived at Frankfort they 
would give the democratic legislators 
30 minutes in which to .settle the con- 
tests, “and if they didn’t .settle it in 
that time they would kill every d — d 
one of them.” 

Culton further said that Henry 
Ycuts.ey’ came to him and told him he 
had found a way’ Goebel could be 
killed and no one find out who did it. 
Youtsey .said it could be done from 
the secretary’ of state’s office, and 
showed some steel bullets. Witness 
told Youtsey’ such a thing should not 
be done. Ex-Gov. Bradley told wit- 
ness he had heard Goebel was to be 
killed, and said it must not be done. 
Witness saw Y’outsey again, and the 
latter said the idea had been aban- 
doned. Culton said Powers distribut- 
ed the money among the various cap- 
tains who were to bring the moun- 
taineers to Frankfort. Did not know 
who furnished it. Gov. Taylor fur- 
nished him the money to bring the 
Jackson county’ crowd. Witness heard 
W. R. Johnson, of Jackson county, 
talking about killing Goebel with 
nitroglycerine.

Wa.shington, July 19. — Agent Rand- 
lett, of the Wichita Indian agency, in 
Kansa.s, telegraphed the Indian bu- 
reau that Frank B. Farwell, chief of 
police, has just reported that all of 
the intruders on the re.servation, 
about 1,500 in number, were leaving 
l>eaceaf>ly and that there is no nece.s- 
sity for the employment of troops. 
The men had gone there prospecting 
for minerals, through an error in the 
wording of the ratification of the 
treaty’ opening the re.servation to set- 
tlement. 



Hot Weather Throuahont Europe. 

London, diily 19. — The heat con- 
tinues throughout Europe. The mer- 
cury’ indicated 85 degrees in the shade 
in London. The hosjiitals are hu.sy 
erring for victims of heat prostra- 
tion. Nine fatal cases occurred on 
Wednesday’. Laborers are obliged to 
knock oil work during the hottest 
hours of the day’.

— It is currently 
reported in foreign exchange circles 
that gold to the amount of several 
millions of dollars will be shipj>ed to 
Paris on the French liner leaving this 
port next Thursday.

War On the World, for Which China 
Has Been Secretly Preparing, 
Fairly Begun. 



Further Detailn of the Fiahtins: at 
Tien-TMiu — 'rhirty .VHsMionarieH 
In the Province of Shnn Tuuk 
P robably Mnssnered. 



London, July 19. — While evidence 
accumulates dally that China has long' 
been preparing a formidable military 
organization in anticipation of the 
present conflict, and that the area of 
rebellion is continually extending, 
harmony among the aliie.s, which is 
necessary to meet such a grave situa- 
tion. is still deplorably lacking. The 
Russians have refused Adm. Sey- 
mour’s request to hand over the re- 
stored Taku-Tsin railway to the Eng- 
lish company, and it is rumored that 
Germany purposes taking a serious 
independent step, namely’, to patrol 
the Yang Tse Kiang with German 
men-of-war. Such a step would be 
greatly resented by’ England. 

Still more alarming news has been 
conveyed to the Daily Express from 
Tokio to the eiTect that the apparent 
reluctance of Germany and Russia to 
consent to a Japanese army for the 
army corqjs has led the Japanese gov- 
ernment to delay the forwarding of 
the divisions already mobilized. 

The Standard, in an alarmist edito- 
rial. says: “It is usele.ss any longer 

to hide from ourselves the fact that 
China h,as declared war on civilization 
and has plunged into the conflict with 
rabid frenzy. It is equally futile to 
discu.ss whether hostilities are being 
waged by the Chinese government, 
inasmuch as it is evident that an ad- 
ministration of some kind exists and 
is directing the anti-foreign move- 
ment. Unless unmistakable evidence 
exculpating the Peking government is 
promptly forthcoming, the powers 
should treat China as a belligerent 
state and act accordingly.” 

A similar line of comment is taken 
by the other morning papers. All ap- 
plaud the cour.se of Count von Bue- 
low, German foreign secretary, in 
.stopping cipher telegrams from the 
Chinese legation in Berlin, and all 
urge the other powers to follow Ger- 
many’s example. 

The Russian general staff reports 
that the Chinese have captured Bla- 
govetschensk, capital of the province 
of Amur, and it is reported from Ir- 
kutsk that the Russians have taken 
.Vigun. 

A special dispatch from Tien-Tsin 
distributes the numbej* of those 
killed at the capture of the native 
city as follows: Russians, 100; .Japa- 

nese, 57; Briti.sh, 40, and Americans, 
37. The correspondent who .sends 
this asserts that thousands of Chinese 
were killed and that fighting was still 
going on when this me.ssage was sent 
in various ])arts of Tien-Tsin. 

With reference to the rumors that 
Europeans were seen working the 
Chinese guns at Tien-Tsin, the Stand- 
ard learns that eight Russian military 
instructors forcibly detained by the 
(,’liinese were compelled to work the 
guns. One escaped and reached the 
Russian lines with his hands bound. 

The first Boxer proclamation has 
made its ^ippearance in Shanghai. It 
declares that Kwan, the war god, de- 
sires the blood of foreigners, and 
threatens ten plagues if the Boxer 
tenets are not followed and spread. 

The governors ol the provinces of 
Hu Nan, Hu Pi and Ho Nan have now 
openly joined Prince Tuan and are 
marching overland with their armies 
to Peking. 

A German relief column sent into 
the interior of the province of Shan 
Tung to endeavor to rescue a party 
of 30 missionaries — German, .\meri- 
can and English — has returned with- 
out having obtained any tidings of 
their whereabouts, and it is feared 
that all have been slain. 

Tien-Tsin, .July 13, 7 p. m. (via Che- 
_ CO, July’ 16, and Shanghai, July 18). 
— The battle which was begun with 
the attack by 7,000 of the allied forces 
upon the walls of the native city at 2 
o’clock this afternoon continued all 
day, two battalions of the 9th partici- 
pating. It is rci>orted that 215 of this 
command were killed and wounded, 
including 10 or 15 officers. Col. E. H. 
Liscum was killed, and Maj.s. Je.sse M. 
Lee and James Reagan, Capts. Charles 
R. Noyes, Andrew Brewster and Ed- 
win V. Bookmiller and First Lieuts. 
William K. Naylor, Louis B. Lawton, 
Harold Hammond and Ira C. Waldron 
were wounded. Among the United 
States marines the casualties num- 
bered 40. Capt. Austin R. Davis was 
killed, and Capt. William B. Lemley 
and First Lieut. Henry Leonard and 
Smedley D. Butler were wounded. 

The American contingent, after ly- 
ing in shallow, hastily dug trenches, 
full of water, facing the south wall of 
the city’, and suffering for want of 
water and food, besides being short 
of ammunition, were ordered by Gen. 
Dorward to retire under cover until 
darkness. 

A me.ssenger has arrived here who 
left A'eking July 1.

Coolidge, who signed the di.spatch, 
is lieutenant colonel of the 9th in- 
fantry’. 

The state department has received 
a dispatch from Con.sul General Fow- 
ler, at Che-Foo, saying that the gov- 
ernor of Shantung wires that his 
courier left Peking on July 9. The le- 
gations were still holding out. 

United States Minister Allen, at 
Seoul, Corea, telegraphs the state de- 
partment that Boxers and Chinese are 
,in force within a few miles of the 
Corean frontier. The natives of Ping- 
yan (the most northern j)rovince of 
Corea) are much alarmed, and are 
fleeing. The foreigners remain in .safe- 
ty. The government is very anxious. 

A cabinet meeting was held Wednes- 
day. .Secretary Root gave out the fol- 
lowing formal statement of the action 
of the cabinet: 

“The president has determined that 
the facts now known to us do not re- 
quire or justify' calling an extra ses- 
sion of congress. Should future de- 
velopments indicate that he is unable 
to do what is required with the means 
now at his command, and the action 
of congress is necessary to furnish 
either men or money or authority, he 
will not hesitate to call it together.’* 
Washington, July’ 19. — The war de- 
partment Wednesday received a ca- 
blegram from Gen. Mac.Artb’ir, dated 
Manila, July 18, saying tharCol. Lis- 
cum’s body’ was buried at Tong Ku on 
the 17th instant.

Brussels, July 19. — The Belgian con- 
sul at HongKong telegraphs that Li 
Hung Chang pas.sed through that 
city on his way to the north.

Kong. The .secretary of the legation 
at Shanghai telegraphs that, accord- 
ing to Chine.se information, the for- 
eigners in Peking have taken refuge 
in the palace of Prince Ching, 

St. Petersburg, July 19.— A dispatch 
from Che-Foo says: 

Prince Tuan has mobilized 950,000 
men, divided into different corps. The 
northern corjis has been ordered to 
expel foreigners from Amur. The 
Peking army, which is divided into 
four corps, is the first to operate 
against Alukden and occupy’ the roads 
between Peking and Shan Hai Kuan; 
the .second is to concentrate at Tieij- 
Isin, and the third at Peking, from 
whence a column numbering 40,000 
will be sent to Wei Hai Wei and Tsin 
1 au, while the fourth corps will con- 
centrate at Nanking. 

There are now 23,000 Japanese 
troops in China. 

Lhe Chinese fleet is concentrating 
in the China sea, and hostilities are 
expected. 

A dispatch from Nanking announces 
that Prince Tuan has ordered a great 
military movement, owing to the ap- 
pearance of the Japane.se in China, 
'lhe viceroy of Nanking has informed 
the foreign consuls there that he can 
not be answerable for events in Chao 
Sin, Ning Po and Chu Chau. The for- 
eigners are fleeing to' Shanghai. The 
position is alarming. Sixteen foreign- 
ers have ax’i’ived at Nanking from 
Ningpo. where the houses of foreign- 
ers have been burned and missionaries 
horribly maltreated. 

The rebedlion has taken hold of 
southern China. The foreigners at 
Chu Chau and in Chau, have been at- 
tacked and are fleeing panic stricken.

The communication stated that sim- 
ilar reqxiests had been sent to the 
small states of Europe, and probably 
the United States would similarly re- 
quest the small American countries, 
with a view’ of every’ Christian nation 
taking part in the war against China. 

The Greek cabinet is considering 
the request and has ordered the crui- 
ser Admiral Miaulis, which was to 
have been sent on a cruise to New 
A’ork with cadets, to hold itself in 
readiness to go to China.

Washington, July 19. — .An import- 
ant question in connection with the 
pay’ment of troops on Chinese service 
has l>een decided by the paymaster 
general of tne war department. An 
act of congress last May providetl for 
a 10 per cent, increa.se of j>ay of offi- 
cers engaged in service in our in.sular 
possessions and a 20 jxer cent, in- 
crease for enlisted men over and above 
the amount provided for in time of 
peace.

Uncle Sam Will Send All the Avail- 
able Troops at Once. 



Th« President Has Plenty of Money 
at Ills DlapoMal. and an Extra 
Session of Congress la Not 
at All Necessary. 



Washington, July 17 ►The decision 
of the administration at present is 
that the United States government is 
still not at war with the government 
of China. The big happenings at 
Tien-Tsin, coming on top of the sto- 
rie.s of the last struggles at Peking, 
have not affected the attitude of the 
administration on this point; the 
United States and China are techni- 
cally at peace. But this statement 
should not be accepted as indicating 
a purpose on the part of the United 
. States to withhold its hand from the 
administration of swift and adequate 
punishment upon the Chinese with- 
out regard to station, who may be re- 
sponsible for the outrages of the past 
few weeks. It means simply that the 
government of the United States feels 
that it can best achieve that purpose 
by regarding the status officially as 
one of peace. To hold otherwise 
would seriously cripple the govern- 
ment in its efforts to obtain satisfac- 
tion for the outrages the Americans 
in (’hina have suffered. We should 
find the ports of China, now open to 
us, closed, and all sorts of impedi- 
ments would be encountered which 
are now missing. Therefore, accord- 
ing to the administration view, a dec- 
laration of war would afford not even 
a technical gain, while it would act- 
ually be a heavy drawback. 

Chairman Cannon, of the house ap- 
propriations committee, is authority 
for the statement that money in plen- 
ty is at the disposal of the president 
to meet the present emergency, and 
that there is no necessity for a called 
.session of congi’ess on that score. 

The day was the most exciting 
Washington has known since the bat- 
tle of Santiago. At the very begin- 
ning came Adm. Remey’s cablegram 
announcing the defeat of the allied 
forces at Ticn-Tsin. A special cabinet 
meeting was held on receipt of this 
news, with such members present as 
are in town. Great reluctance was 
manifested on the part of the partici- 
pants to answer questions as to the 
nature of the deliberations. The best 
indication of its nature was the de- 
parture for the white house of Secre- 
tary Hay immediately after the meet- 
ing. He sat down and had a long talk 
with President McKinley over the 
long-distance telephone, and it soon 
became known that the president had 
decided that it would be best for him 
to come back from Canton to the na- 
tional capital. 

The cabinet officers talked over the 
possibilities of reinforcing the troop.*- 
in China. 

The estimates varied as to how 
many could be spared, but the general 
opinion was that somewhere between 
4.000 and 8,000 men could be shipped 
to the east from Cuba and the United 
States in addition to the troops al- 
ready under orders. A statement pre- 
pared by Adjt. Gen. Corbin shows that 
there are now a grand total of 10,065 
officers and men in China, en route to 
China, enroute to Nagasaki or under 
orders for Nagasaki. Thjs table, of 
course, includes the ill-fated 9th in- 
fantry, which may not be in condition 
for further service. Gen. Wood’s last 
rejiorts indicate that, owing to the 
tranquillity' jirevailing in Cuba, it will 
be entirely safe to decrease the mili- 
tary force there quite largely. 

^Vashington, July 17. — Gen. Miles 
had an extended conference with the 
secretary of war concerning the dis- 
patch of reinforcemer ts to China. No 
statement could be secured as to the 
result of thi.s conference, but i: is 
understood that Gen. Miles very 
strongly urged that the troops bo im- 
mediately withcrawn from the Phil- 
ijipines, so that a large army could be 
ti.rown into China within a conipaia- 
lively few days, instead of awaiting 
the slow processes of assembling nn 
army in this country and Cuba, and 
then getting it to China. The troops 
in the Philippines could make the 
trip across to China in about a week, 
Avliile the dispatch of troops from this 
•country will take considerably more 
than a month, and tlie men can hard- 
ly be on the field until September. 

Notwithstanding Gen. Miles’ recojn- 
mendation, the apparent policy' is» to 
forward the troops to China from 
this country' and Cuba as fast as they' 
<‘an be assembled. Vv'ith the sending 
of 8,000 or 10,(i00 men, provision v-ill 
doubtless be made for an officer of 
high rank to take command of this 
force, tlcn. Miles has recommended 
th.at Maj. Gen. Bates, who commanded 
a brigade with credit in Cuba, be 
placed in command. He is now in the 
J’hilippines, and could readily reach 
the field of action. The disposition, 
Jiowever. is toward sending an officer 
from this country, and, as the condi- 
tions are So rapidly expanding, Gen. 
Miles is frequently referred to as like- 
ly to assume command of the Ameri- 
Taii forces in the Orient. 

Trooits Ordered to China. 

Chicago. July 16. — The depot bat- 
talion of the 5th United States infant- 
ry, stationed at Ft. Sheridan, has re- 
ceived orders to go to China. Within 
two Weeks the other two battalions 
■of the regiment are expected from 
Cuba.

New York, July' 17. — The death of 
Earle Walter Blodgett, at Manila, ih 
announced. He was for years a lead- 
ing merchant of that city and was 
Involved in many difficulties owing to 
Spanish hatred of Americana. 






JAPANESE AND CHINESE FIGHT 

Three Hnndred of the Former Whip 
500 of the Lntter In a Street Row 
Near Vancouver, B. C. 



Vancouver, B. July 18. — A des- 
perate fight took place at the fish- 
ing town of Stevenson, on the Frazer 
river, between 800 Japanese and Chi- 
ese. There is a big fishermen’s strike 
on at Stevenson, involving 7,000 
Japanese and whitemen and 3,000 Chi- 
nese, and the Japanese and Chinese 
were idle. 

A street row between a Japanese 
and a Chinaman occurred over a dis- 
pute as to whether or not a Japanese 
army of 10,000 men could whip a Chi- 
nese army of 100,000 in the present 
war in China. The Japanese cut off 
the (.'hinaman’s queue to emphasize 
his argument, and in five minutes 300 
Japanese engaged in a hand-to-hand 
fight w'ith 500 Chinese. The small 
posse of police was powerless to in- 
terfere, and thousands of white fish- 
ermen Avatehed the fun. In twenty 
minutes the Japanese had broken so 
many Chinese noses and cut off so 
many queues that the Chinamen fled.

Leading Chinese Merchants of San 
Francisco Will Offer Their Serv- 
ices to Uncle Sam. 



San Francisco, July 18. — Ho Yow, 
the imperial consul general of the 
(yhinese empire, is officially preparing 
to receiA'e passports for himself and 
his attaches. In an interview, he said: 
“I understand that Minister Wu at 
Washington is ready to leave at any 
time. I haA'e not as yet receiA’ed def- 
inite orders from him.” 

Continuing, Ho Yow added: “The 

Chinese in this state to a man, are 
heart and soul against the Boxers 
and the awful crime they are commit- 
ting against humanity. I have just 
attended a meeting of the leading 
Chinese merchants of San Francisco, 
at which it Avas decided that they 
AAould immediately close their busi- 
ness here, if necessary, and offer their 
services to the United States as vol- 
unteers to go to China and fight 
under the United States flag with the 
allied powers.” 

HONDURAS INUNDATED. 



A Wide Section of the Country !■ 
Rv.«niir DevaMtated By a 
Flood. 



Ncav Orleans, July 18. — A wide sec- 
tion of Honduras is being dcA'astated 
by a flood AA'hich started in the moun- 
tains about ten days ago. The first 
news of the alarming conditions 
reached this city through passengers 
on the steamer Breakwater. Practi- 
cally the entire length of the Hondu- 
ras railroad is inundated and all traf- 
fic has been abandoned. In places the 
water stands six feet over the road- 
bed. 

1‘lantations have been injured, and 
the destruction of bananas by the 
storm will l>e verj' heavy. The Break- 
water, AA'hich usually brings about 
18,000 bunches of bananas, brought 
less than half a cargo, as there Avas 
no AA'ay to get the fruit to the port. 

No estimate could.be made of the 
damage when the Breakwater sailed 
because the flood Avas still too high 
to foot up the losses, but the devasta- 
tion i.s .said to be great, and the loss 
will fall heavily upon the banana 
plantation OAvners. 

FUNERAL INTERRUPTED. 



Coffin Coiituiniiisr Parks* Body At- 
tnclicd by Undertaker Who Hod 
Bnried the Dead Man’s Wife. 



^lantau, N. J., July 18. — The funeral 
of Isaac Parks, Avho died last Aveek 
from exposure, Avas interrupted by 
the ap])earaiice of Constable Dopsoii, 
Avlio held an attachment on the coffin 
and household effects. When the of- 
ficer arrived at the house the funeral 
was well under way, and as the corpse 
Avas about to be taken from the dwell- 
ing to the hearse the constable in- 
formed the son of the deceased of his 
errand. Undertaker Shreve, Avho Avas 
in charge, objected strongly to the 
proceedings, but the officer Avould not 
alloAv the coffin to be removed until 
the judgment he had Avas satisfied 
which Avas done by a friend of the 
family.

WATER FOR TROOPS. 



SteriliBinK' and DlHtillinK Plant to 
Accompany the Soldiers to 
Be Sent to China. 



Washington, Julj' 19. — ^The quarter- 
master’s department has made a re- 
quisition for something over $14,000 
for apparatus to supply' the troops 
of the Chinese expedition pure drink- 
ing AA'ater. The department already 
has placed orders for sterilizers and 
distilling plants which will furnish 
32,500 gallons of pure water a daj'. 
The sterilizing plants will make 25,000 
gallons of potable water per day'. 
These AA'ill be used inland, where foul 
water and suspicious aa'cII Avater is en- 
countered. 

The distilling plants will furnish 
7,400 gallons a daj', and can be used at 
need on the sea coast, where salt 
water Avill be rendered fit for drink- 
ing. This is the most expensive water 
purifA'ing plant the United States ever 
has attempted to send with an army' 
in the field. It is thought that, with 
the addition of boiling water on the 
portable cooking ranges, this will fur- 
nish an adequate supply for the Avhole 
army. 

THE BLUE AND GRAY. 



The VanKoard of the V'eterann of the 
Civil War Gathered at Chatta- 
noop:a> Tenn. 



Atlanta, Ga., July 19. — The van- 
guard of the veterans who Avore the 
blue and the gray in the battles 
around Atlanta during the civil Avar, 
arrived in the city Wednesday. The 
formal exercises of the blue and gray 
reunion will begin Thursday Avhen the 
the visitors will be shown over the 
battlefields upon which 36 y'ears ago 
they engaged in conflict.

Earth Should Be Left CllnicinK to tha 
Root! and the Trunk Should

^ Tbe more earth that can be left 
to be transplanted, the more certain 
is the tree to live. It is wise, then, to 
dig about the tree so as to leave a bunch 
of earth about the small roots, follow- 
ing out and gently freeing the long 
roots as they are met in cutting a cir- 
cle about the trunk. Then the tree 
must be lifted bodily, if possible. There 
are several ways to apply power for 
this purpose, one of the best being 
shown in the cut.

The report of the Kan.sas state 
board of agriculture says where hand 
labor is plenty, the standard price for 
cutting corn by hand is five cents per 
shock, 14 by 14 hills square, without 
board, or 80 cents per acre, as there 
are 16 shocks of this size per acre. 
Corn should alwa}*® be cut on bright, 
clear days or on such a day as is good 
to cure hay in. Two men should work 
together, and the shocks should be 
started on a jack, which is made by 
putting two legs, well braced togeth- 
er, near one end of a ten-foot scan- 
tling, and having an auger hole near 
the upper end for a oroom handle. As 
soon as four armfuls are set up 
against the jack the shock should- be 
loosely tied with a stalk and the jack 
removed. As soon as the shocks have 
thoroughly cured, say two weeks aft- 
er cutting, those that are to be stored 
in the barn should be baled under 
6,000 pounds pressure, and tied up 
with a wire (common hay-baling wire, 
one wire will tie up two shocks), and 
those that are to be fed from the 
field can be pulled up tight with rope 
and pulley and tied with binding 
twine; the twine should be satur- 
ated with coal oil to prevent mice and 
insects from destroying it. Eminent 
professors have agreed that it only 
takes one and one-half inches of rain- 
fall to wash all traces of digestible 
matter out of a shock of alfalfa, and 
corn shocks are also affected, but not 
to so great a degree. They have algo 
agreed that well-cured corn fodder, 
put under a good roof without having 
had any rain on it, is in every respect 
just the same as ensilage, except the 
water content, and it is only neces- 
sary to cut it and add the water to se- 
cure food identical to ensilage with- 
out the cost of a silo, with its short 
life, and also without the 20 to 25 per 
cent, waste that mold causes in the 
corners of the silo. — Prairie Farmer.

CHURNING MADE EASY 



Every kind of worm is called aa 
army worm w’hen it appears in suffi- 
cient numbers. A worm that has long 
been known to injure the beet last 
year appeared sufficiently numerous 
to be called the beet army worm. It 
was officially noticed by the entomolo- 
gist of the Colorado experiment sta- 
tion. Last year a first brood of cater- 
pillars appeared at about the time for 
thinning the beets and destroyed most 
of the plants after thinning. One 
method of destroying the early brood 
is to mix one part by weight of Paris 
green or London purple and 20 parts 
of common flour, and then dust the 
mixture over the plants, before sun- 
rise in the morning. In this strength 
a light dusting will be sufficient. In 
the early morning the leaves have on 
them enough moisture to hold the flour 
and poison. It may also be applied 
after the leaves have been moistened 
by a shower. To apply the poison, make 
a small cheesecloth sack about five 
inches in diameter and ten inches deep. 
Fill it with the mi.xture of poison and 
flour and walk along a row of plants 
shaking the^sack over (hem. This can 
be done quite rapidly when one has 
learned how and is economical of poi- 
son, and does not require wheelbarrow 
or wagon to carry pump and tank. 
When the plants become large, as in 
case of treatment for the second brood, 
it will probably be better to use a bar- 
rel or tank and spray pump.

SHALLOW CULTIVATION 



Hortlcnltnral AnthorltieH 1'nlte In 
AKreelng: That It Ik Moat Effect- 
ive for Orchards. 



While it is an accepted fact that so 
far as conditions will admit thorough 
cultivation should be given during the 
early part of the growing season to the 
young orchard, at the same time it 
should be understood that the cultiva- 
tion should be shallow, particularly 
close about the trees. With all plants, 
in cultivating care .should be taken not 
to disturb the roots, and this is espe- 
cially true as regards fruit trees or 
plants. While thorough cultivation ii 
admittedly beneficial, it should alwa 3 'i 
be given in a way that will not disturb 
or injure the roots. 

With a little care the weeds may be 
kept down and the soil in good tilth by 
giving shallow cultivation. When plow- 
ing care should be taken to run shallow 
when close to the trees in order to 
avoid injury to the roots. When no crop 
jc; grown, if when the last cultivation is 
given the soil be left level, fine and 
mellow it will act as a mulch during 
the sumfner and aid very materially in 
retaining the moisture in the soil, and 
with newly-set trees this is quite an ad- 
vantage, as many die the first year foi 
want of moisture. — N. J. Shepherd, in 
Farmers’ Voice.
